PACIFIC GAS AND ELECTRIC C0. 


PUSHING WORK ON PIT 4 PROJECT 


A erew of approximately 200 men 
are now working on the Pacific Gas 
anc Electric Company’s Pit River 
No. 4 Power Project. Work is pro- 
gressing on the big tunnel. dive 
dam, flumes and foundation wot 
for the remmernit : 
to O. W. Peterson, engincer « £ Ger 
eral Constructior. 

The Pit No. 4 when comple‘ed will 
have an installed capacity of 184,- 
000 horsepower and will be the larg- 
est installation on Pacifie Gas and 
Electric Company’s inter-connected 
nower system, consisting of 26 hydro- 
electric plants and 4 steam electric 
plants. 

The tunnel on the Pit No. 4 job 
will be 28,782 feet jn length and 19 
feet in diamenter. It will be driven 
from four headings and have a ca- 
pacity of 3000 cubic feet of water 
per second. It will be concrete lined 
throughout. 

The temporary diversion dam has 
been completed and shortly when the 
flood waters have receded the entire 
river will be diverted through a tem- 
porary flume 1600 feet in length to 
a point below the permanent dam 
site. This flume is 11 feet deep and 
24 feet wide and of sufficient ca- 
pacity to carry a volume of 3500 
st instalation on Pacific Gas anid 
than the usual flow of the river be- 
tween May ist and December ist. 

The permanent dam will be located 
two miles down stream from the Pit 
No. 3 Power House, which has an in- 
stalled capacity of 108,000  horse- 
power. This dam will rise 60 feet 
above the surface of the river and 
will have a total width of 430 feet. 
About 50,000 cuhie yards of concrete 
will be used in its construction. 

The reservoir created by raising 
of the river level will be of 2000 
acre feet capacity, backing up to and 
serving as an after bay for the Pit 
No. 3 plant. A  conerete mixing 
plant including cement storage house, 
sand and gravel bunkers and a mod- 
ern construction camp have _ been 
erected. The tunnel has been exca- 
vated for a distance of 300 feet. The 
work on the \dam is scheduled to be 
conmpleted by the end of the present 
year.
